I shoub'l say that 
the only Important change in the con- 
struction of our ships for the future 
suggested by our late experience Woulc 
be the abandonment of woodworkand of 
all combustibles. 


Those poor fellows on the Spanish 


ships were not killed by ou shells; they 
were burned up in the mass of woodwork 
that was set on fire by our shells. They 
did not have the necessary appliances t 
put out the fire, or they did not know 
how to do the work. At any rTte, th^y 
Vere burned up in their own ships fron 
combustibles on board .and possibly,un- 
der less fortunate conditions a similar 
disaster could have occurred on one or 
more of our own ships. 


Our ships have too much wood. Th 


Iowa lias very little wood, but the Ore- 
Ron has too much. The New York ha< 
too much, though we succeeded In re- 
moving a good deal of It. Our nava 
constructors should learn from the loss o 
the Spanish fleet by fire that wood in a 
figluing ship means danger.

Captain 
Tholman was placed undtr arr.-st, and, 
a ssoon as an oppoprtunity occurred, 
was sent to Canton. 


On his journey h<< was confined in an 


Iron cage, and on his arrival w a_s placed 
In the British jail. 


On account of a claim of American 


citizenship made by Tholman there is a 
hitter feeling against all Americans in 
that district, and further trouble Is 
feared.
